Eddi- 
cott’s kind treatment and acta of gene­ 
rosity towards those British subjects, 
the fate of war pm in'o his power, con­ 
tributed to render him thus respectable, 
ând to remove those unfavounible im­ 
pressions which exist againsi priva­ 
teersmen. 


The officers of the Æolus appear <lis-
